Crowds thronged tlur streets und, in 
spite of the efl'orts of the police and 
military, sacked Italian stores and tav- 
erns and after throwing their contents 
into the streets made hontires of every- 
thing combustible. 


The police frequently charged the 


rioters, who. however, always retreat- 
ed be'fore the otlicers of the law. seem- 
ing determined to demonstrate the fact 
that they were vindictive against Ital- 
ians only and not seeking a conflict 
with the authorities. 


Here, and in other towns of France, 


excited by the murder of President 
Carnot, the Italian sculptors, wood- 
carvers, 
image-makers, grocers and 


gilders suffered ut the hands of the 
mob. 
^Yllcn ferreted out they were 


beaten and rolled in the gutters, their 
belongings were sei/ed and broken up 
or burned, and many of tbem barely 
escaped with tlicir lives. 


Wholesale pilhige remained supreme

Mr. Ward 
lias resided in this county sincii Octo- 
ber, 1S35, and being for the greater 
part of that time jiclively engaged in 
business and polities, had a wide 
quiiintanco in Scioto county, nnd 
t.i> 


him was to be his frUjnd. 
lie 
know 1 
was born in Georgetown, now in the 
District of Columbia, Febnmry 2-1, ISIvi. 
lu ISIS his parents moved to Pickaway 
county, this state, and in IS'U John 
went to Perryville, Ind , on the Wabosh 
river, where he engaged in thrt bliiek- 
sinithing business.. 
Remaining here 


about a. year, in 1832 he made a trip to 
New Orleans on the river, arriving in 
the latter city when the cholera epi- 
demic was at its height. 
Fortunately 


escaping the havoc of the plague, Mr. 
Ward came north again and settled ut 
Lancaster, where he resumed his black- 
smithing-business. 


Tn Oetober 1835. Mr. Ward came to 
1'ortsmouth, then but a small village 
with a population of but 400 01- 500, 
and here he 'resided until his death. 
In 183ii he associated himself with 
Thomas Wildbahin'in the blacksmith 
business their shop being located at, 
the southeast corner of Third and Jef- 
ferson streets. 
They eonlinuutJ-">n 


business until 1840 when Mr. Wild- 
bnlun withdrew and ill the following 
year Mr. Ward took in Andruw Ap- 
nliigule as a partner. 
At the expira- 


tion of eighteen months, Mr. Ward 
purchased 
Mr. Applcgute's interest, 


ami continued the business alone for 
several years adding the manufacture 
of plows, carriages and wagons. These 
years lie also conducted a livery stable 
business on Second street in the rear 
of where the Hotel Portsmouth now 
stands. 


In 1852 Mr. Ward, :n company with 


n. N. Murray ami George N. Steven- 


son, 
began the manufacture of engines 


and machinery. 
Among others, the 


linn built the machinery for the Bur- 
gess Steel and Iron works, of which 
concern 
Mr. Murray was a heavy 


stockholder. In 1855 Mr. Ward traded 
his interest in the machine shop to Mr. 
Murray for his rolling mill stock, and 
went 
into the 
hardware business 


with Joseph Cone, remaining in this 
business until 1875, when he sold out to 
G. A. Waller. •"' 


When the railing mill was forced to 


the wall Mr. Ward was forced to sell 
all his property in order to satistfy the 
creditors of the concern. 


In 185S however he was elected shcr- 


ifE of the county, serving two 
terms 


with credit to himself and his coustitu 
ents. 


In 1SIK he was appointed tobacco in- 


spector and was subsequently appoint- 
ed provost marshal by President Lin- 
coln, doing good work while holding 
the latter position. In the year 1SU5, 
Mr. Ward was again honored by his 
friends in Scioto 
county, by being 


elected treasurer of the county, filling 
the position three terms. 


Subsequently he purchased a fine 


farm in Green township and devoted 
himself to the management of that for 
some years. He has, by industry and 
economy, 
accumulated 
considerable 


property. 


Mr. Ward was united in marriage to 


Miss Mary E. Smith, in 
Lancaster, 


in I";iii." who preceded him to the better 
land a few years ago. They had but^ 
one child, Ellen,,who is now the wife 
of C;ipL Isaac Miller, at whose home 
Mr. Ward died. 


Mr. Ward waa an honest, honorable, 


upright gentleman, and his kindly, 
genial nature made friends with all. 
He was respected and admired by all 
who knew him. 


The funeral of Mr. Ward wilfbe held 


at tiie residence of his soli-in-laiv, Cap- 
tain Isaac Miller, No. 47 West Sixth 
street, tomorrow afternoon at 4 o'clock, 
the services to be conducted by Kev. 
Dr. Tappan," of the First Presbyterian 
church.

The panther is 
blindfolded, a leash Is placed nrouud 
his middle, and he is thus loa to tho 
plain where deer can be found, or to 
where the deer have been driven by a 
swarm of beaters. The assemblage, 
mounted upon elephants or horses ori 
conveyances, keep a respectful distance 
from tho oheotah, who is led into the 
open and tlio hood quietly removed and 
the leash slipped. Tho cheetah, whei 
furiously hungry, has been known to 
turn upon his trainer as tho quiekes 
prey, and this is tho supremo, tho 
nizing moment. Tho cheetah stand 
straight, his forelegs stiffening and hi 
tail slowly moving. Ho purrs like a 
huge cat, looks angrily nrouud him 
thon,.erouchlng, bounds after his prey 


The cheetah, eatclics his vietim and 


seizing It by the throat, buries hi 
fangs deeply, sucking in the bloo 
with greedy gasps. The trainer a] 
proaohes gently, so gently that hi 
footfall can scarcely bo hoard. Til 
cheetah is growling ominously. His 
'tail beats his Bides in ferocious impa- 
tience. Quietly the man steals toward 
the crouching beast and slips tho hood 
over the eyes; then tho leash is passed 
around and all danger ia averted. 
Tho head of tho deer has to bo sev- 
ered, still leaving in tho cheetah's 
mouth a goodly lump o{ bleeding 
flesh. There is nothing very sports- 
manlike In 
this 
performance, but 


there is a great deal of danger attach- 
ing to It, and that danger devolves 


the

In the eight years ending in 1S02 


there were H.51K (Ires in the United 
States due to lightning, causing a to- 
tal loss of 812,UOa,8:i5. This is a rather 
startling statement to those who arc 
inclined to scoff at the danger from 
thunderstorms. 
llarus, stubles and 


granaries apparently hud tho greatest 
attraetloujor lightning, for during tho 
nine years ending in 180-J 8,835 build- 
ings of that class were struck, ua 
against 004 dwellings and 104 churches. 
Electric light stations and telegraph 
and telephone oflices seemed to have- 
enjoyed a comparative immunity from 
danger from the clement with 'which 
they are pervaded. In certain states 
there has'been a marked increase In 
the number of lighlning strokes in tho 
past year, particularly in Connecticut, 
Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Mich- 
igan and New York. 


One of tho most interesting results of 


tho observations that have boon muilo 
of lato years regarding lightning ami 
its freaks is that the geological as well 
as the topographical conditions influ- 
ence it. 
According to the statistics a 


chalk formation is the least liable to 
damaging lightning, while next iu or- 
der of frequency come marl, clay, sand 
and loam. With regard to trees tho 
oak is most frequently and tho beech 
the least frequently struck. Neither 
does It scorn to have been the highest 
or most exposed trees that were struck, 
as tho bolt hit in tho most erratic and 
unexpected nmnnor. As regards tho

up Into tho air with his hands folded 
on the chest and the body fairly hang- 
ing by tho hooks. There is no other 
support. 
The muscles of tho back 


alone hold him to the hook. The pole 
is then rotated by pulling on the ropes 
at the counterbalance end, its attach- 
ment on the vertical part permitting 
of free rotation. This gentle amuse- 
ment, the Indian government intend to 
abolish, but whether it will be done 
without serious trouble is a question.

I sec by tbe council proceedings that
